_CAPETOWN (CP)—Gen. J. B. 
M. Hertzog, 6, who lost his post 
as prime minister of the Union of 
South Afriea after the outbreak 
of war in 1939 when parliament 
voted’ down, his proposal for 
strict neutrality, died today. He 
had entered a hospital here two 
months ago for an abdominal 
operation. 

He had served his country as 
prime minister for 16 years 
whéh war came, Instead of fol- 
towing” Great — Britain —immedt- 
ately in breaking with Germany, 
Gen. Hertzog proposed that rela- 
tions with belligerent countries 
“persist unchanged.” 

Parliament, however,-voted to 
sever relations with Germany 
and Field Marshal Jan €. Smuts, 
then justice minister and vice- 
premier,-was named to form

Hertzog nevertheless included 
him in the coalition government 
which he headed in 1933 and 
fought’ for a fusion of the coun- 
try’s two leading parties. 


He first gained fame in the 
Boer War of 1899-1902 and be- 
came a central figure in South 
Africa’s_stormy. political life. 

Born April 3, 1866, at Welling- 
ton, Cape Colony, he-started his 
career as a lawyer and was a 
judge when the Boer War began, 

His eventful _career- won for 
General Hertzog a place on the 
roll of South African statesmen 
of the past 50 years Whose names 
familiar the world aver; 
Rhodes, Botha, Smuts, 
Political conditions—ia 
some cases, hotly . conflicting 
aims—made the problems of 
each of these famous men vastly 
different; but as Prime Minister 
of South Africa for many years 
Hertzog had as difficult a task to 
handle as any of the men named, 
whd were at some time or other 
his contemporaries.

Great Stone Faces 
PERBATS YOU will rémember 

that I spoke of the “great 
stone faces” in the Black Hills 
a short time ago. A’South Da- 
kota reader paid me a visit and 
told me about the large cracks in 
the stone. Since returning to her 
home, she has written me a letter 
saying: 

“I have visited Mt. Rushmore 
again and while there talked with 
the ranger on duty. He said that 
Lincoln Borglum, son of the sculp- 
tor who carve faces, was 
preparing to fi the cracks to 
keep thgm from getting any 
larger. Sandstone combined with 
white lead is to be used for the 
work of filling.” 


It is good news to hear of the 
repairs which.are to be made at 
| Mt. Rushmore. If something were 
|mot done, the cracks would be- 
| come larger and larger with the 
| passing of time. When water 
| freezes in the crack of a rock 
it expands and tends to push the 
| rock farther apart. 


HERE ARE four stone faces 
| on Mt. Rushmore, carved on 
} the face of a cliff. Cracks ex- 
| isted on this cliff before the sculp- 
| turing was done, but it was hoped 
{that ways could be Yount ao keep 
any’ harm from coming’ to the 
| faces, ‘ 

Gutzon Borglum, who died last 
year, had charge of the work at

Meanwhile Borglum traveled to 
South Dakota to lay plans for the 
images of four American presi- 
cents.

100 more are under construction now. 

By mid-September, 1942, the govern- 
ment’s. plant-staffing company had 
built in 57 communities 15,103 bunga- 
lows, 62 staff houses, 13 dining-halls, 
11 bunkhouses, three manning pools, 
14. special buildings and 12 schools 
throughout Canada, as well as built 
water systems, put in tele 
phone and power lines, fur 
nished staff houses and hostels, set up 
housekeeping and dining-hall estab 
lishments. Wartime Housing Limited 
has spent over $66,000,000. on this job 
of making wartime accommodation for 
war workers. 

With all this, Canada’s housing 
shortage is by no means alleviated, But 
there are few trailer camp parks near 
Canadian war plants, there are no more 
unhealthy tin-roofed shacks, no tent 
camps. However, there is a constant 
demand for more housing, not only for 
war. workers, but for office and civilian 
workers,

ANADA'S .HOUSING SHORTAGE 

is nothing new, but wartime needs 
have aggravated it, and have demanded 
a more rapid solution than that pro- 
vitied in peacetime. The Canadian gov- 
ernment in the last decade guaranteed 
financial companies lending money for 
home _ building against losses, and 
houses built on these government- 
guaranteed terms have been good in- 
vestments for- financial institutions, 
with losses sustained infinitesimal. 

When war broke out Canada cur- 
tailed such home building to homes 
under $4,000 in- value, more recently 
to homes’ of $2,500. When not suffi- 
cient low-cost homes were built under 
these guaraniges, Ottawa. formed its 
own organization, Wartime Housing 
Limited, one of a number of similar 
publicly-owned companies ‘to handle 
specific wartime jobs. 

Wartime Housing Limited.goes into 
action’ when -it is called on by. the 
Ministry. of Munitions and Supply, 
under whose jurisdiction it operates, 
by a.war factory, or by a municipality. 
It then makes a survey of what hous 
ing is needed, what available sites can

ants moved in, Wartime Housing 
Limited organizes community activities, 
victory gardens, clubs, sports, credit 
unions, co-aperative insurance - plans, 
study. groups, and numerous other rec- 
reational, cultural and-communal acti- 
vities in-order-to- make. the tenants as 
home-proud as possible. Where neces- 
sary schools are built and parks cre- 
ated. A monthly magazine, Home Life, 
is sent to all tenants fromthe head 
office of Wartime Housing Limited at 
Toronto. 

Wartime Housing Limited builds 
other accommodations. Near large war 
plants employing many single men and 
single girls, staff houses and hostels 
housing as many as 500 persons have 
been built. These have dining-halls, 
cafeterias, reading and writing-rooms, 


bowling alleys, recreation rooms, to 
bacco, soft drink and candy bars, show- 
ers and washrooms, Tw itiien or two 
girls share a room, Each is provided 
with comfortable bed, clean linens, 
clothes closet, table, chair and other 
conveniences.

This provides, 
in large ceritres, for many more hous- 
ing units as larger homes in older *dis- 
tricts are. turned into self-contained 
apartments, 


A REALTY controller will cheek on 

the housing situation throughout 
the Dominion. Under his authority 
surveys are being made of available 
rooms in private homes for the housing 
of war workers and others. It is pos- 
sible that a ceiling may be placed on 
rentals which such private homes can 
charge for rooms. Canada has had a 
rent ceiling for nearly a year. 

Wartime Housing Limited, brought 
into being to fill a specific war worker 
accommodation need, is soon to start 
building more -permanent housing, 
according to cabinet ministers in .Ot- 
tawa. Having shown that a’ govern- 
merit-owned organization headed by 
professional builders from private in- 
dustry, can build quickly and effi- 
ciently housing for war’ workers, the 
organization has been asked by various 
municipalities to do a similar job with 
more permanent type houses for other 
than war workers, 

For -instance, many families have 
had to evacuate rented homes because 
the homes were sold to war-workers 
who wanted to invest their earnings. 
New rentable homes have had.to be 
found for such families, and this is 
becoming harder each month. Munici- 
palities want Wartime Housing -to 
build new homes which the city or 
town would rent such. families. Such 
houses are to be built in residential 
districts in which construction of in- 
ferior type houses will be. prohibited. 

No one as yet can answer the ques- 
tion of whether in postwar years, these 
homes gan be bought ‘by the tenants, 
whether new communities built by 
Wartitne Housing will remain in being 
aftef “the war, or whether Wartime 
Housing is but a small-scale organiza- 
tion to what it will be in postwar years.
